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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.137(b), filed October 27, 2005, to revive the 
above-identified application. 

The petition is GRANTED. 

A Notice of Non-Compliance was mailed on September 8, 2004. The Notice indicated that the 
Amendment filed June 15, 2004 was considered non-compliant because it has failed to meet the 
requirements of 37 CFR 1.121, as amended on June 30, 2003 (see 68 Fed. Reg. 3861 1, June 30, 
2003).
